World dispatch from, Caracas-: 


"Another act of very grave nature 


on the part of the perfidious foreign" 
er has just Been effected1 against the 
city at .Puerto Cabello, viz.: 


"The bombardment of that port by 


the combined fleets of England and 
Germany without any previous dec- 
laration of war or the fulfillment of 
any of tho formalities established by 
law for carrying on an act of force. 


"It is no longer an act against the 


government and the people of Ven- 
ezuela, but against the genral pnn- 
ciples ot civilization and against those 
nations which have valuable assets 
in that port, andi which, therefore, 
have a perfect right to exact the ful- 
fillment of the necessary formalities 
in such cases, which were

OXYGEN FOR FISH FRY. 


Ineciilons 
Siviss 
Devise ' a 
Very 


Clever Invention. 


Lack of oxygen causes tho death o( 


fish fry rapidly in transportation for 
the purpose of planting in foreign wa- 
ters, as fish commissioners often learn. 
For a long time the device of constant 
ly supplying fresh •water by an attend 
ant has been adopted, and sometimes 
says a writer in the Brooklyn Eagle, 
•when the fish fry must be taken a long 
distance entirely nevr water must ba 
supplied to the tanks. Mas: Kern and 
Alfred "Wiget, residents of Switzerland, 
have invented a means of supplying the 
necessary oxygen to the water by pass- 
ing into the water either air or the con 
stltuent thereof which is necessary tc 
th.e maintenance of life. 


Attached to the transport vessel thai 


contains the fish are two cylinders con- 
taining nlr or oxygen, which is com- 
pressed in one cylinder until tho pres- 
sure reaches the proper power, as shown 
on a gauge at the top." P.efore this aii 
or oxygen Is introduced into the walci 
it is transferred to the other cylinder tc 
reduce, its pressure, flowing from this 
reservoir to a pipe leading to the hot- 
ton: of the water tank. The air bub 
bles blowly from the bottom of this 
tank, from the perforations In the sec 
ond pipe, and mingles with the water, 
thus giving the needed oxygen to pre- 
serve the fish fry. 


The air mny be compressed by means 


of a ^mall pump mounted on the MCJI- 
of the tank and in this way enablin? 
the attendant to recharge the cylinder 
as tho pressure decreases. 


Remedy For Smoke BTnisancc. 


A newly discovered remedy for tho 


smoke nuisance that is attracting some 
attention m England is the injection 
into the furnace of minute quantities 
of nitrate of soda (m solution) with 
suflicicnt air ±o insure combustion of 
the gases. In addition,to tho clisap 
pearance of smoke, '{hero is said to be 
"an increased efficiency of combustion 
to the amount of 20 per cent. The cost 
of tins derico is figured at from G to 8 
cents per ton of coal burned. 


A small army of exports and laborers 


is at work establishing the plant of the 
Atlanta company en the Chattahoochee 
liver, and one of the finest dams in the 
world is planned, says tho New York 
Post.

In a statement sent out from the Un- 


ion stockyards In Chicago the follow- 
ing occurs: 


"Good judges feel swe that cattle 


prices during the next six weeks will 
be forced to the lowest level that will 
be seen during the next twelve 
months." 


There is good reason for this predic- 


tion. The country Is full of cattle on 
feed. 
Shipments of feeders from all 


the Important points, Chicago, Omaha 
and Kansas City, have been of the 
record breaking order, and there Is an 
immense amount of soft and damaged 
corn in the-grain states that-must -be 
fed up for the reason that it can be 
marketed in no other way. Thousands 
of these cattle are booked for ship- 
ment,at a very early date in a merely j 
warmed up condition and with others j 
that were put in the lots a little earlier , 
will constitute the bulk of the arrivals 
for weeks to come.

fatted beef no rise in prices can be ex- 
pected, and when a man voluntarily 
rushes his drove to market in a shape 
in which no slaughterer wants it who 
is to blame but himself if he loses 
money?

E. H. E., Oakland, 111., asks which Is 


better for fattening cattle, shelled corn 
or corn broken into small pieces. 


In reply Mr. W. A. Heuiy says his 


preference, other things being alike, is j 
for the broken corn. In general the best 
way to feed cattle is the simplest way, 
and all forms of, preparation do not 
odd an£thlng-necessarilyvto(_the value 
of the grain fed. If the steers can com- 
fortably masticate the broken ears, 
then let them have the corn in that 
form. If the grains of corn are dry 
and hard and the steers find difficulty 
in eating a sufficient supply in perfect 
comfort, then the grain must be further 
prepared by some means. This can be 
accomplished by crushing, by soaking 
or by grinding. There are machines 
for crushing ear corn which should do 
the work very satisfactorily. Where 
hogs follow the steers let the grains be 
not too finely broken or soak the corn 
to make the material more1 satisfactory 
to the animal. With steers fed whole 
corn or that only coarsely ground or 
broken, bogs can work over the drop- 
pings and maWnmterial gains thereon. 


Roota For Winter. 


We would especially advise the feed- 


ing of a few roots where one is obliged 
to winter his hogs largely on corn, and 
If one has not grown his own supply 
we feel sure that $5 a load invested in 
a few loads would return highly satis- 
factory results. We say $5 a load, but 
believe, that the average farmer whp 
has grown an abundant supply would 
part with a load for ?2 or $3. There Is 
no question but that email litters may 
be In the majority of cases traced to an 
Improperly balanced ration. Corn alone 
Is not a suitable ration for hogs at nny 
time unless during the fattening peri- 
od, nnd, while other grains aro usually 
•omewbnt more expensive than corn 
and for this rcnion art fed reluctantly, 
y«t such large yield* of roots may, b* 
obtained that It 1( entirely practicable 
from every standpoint to put In a sup- 
ply of those to supplement the coch 
during such months us It Is necessary 
to feed hogs on Ury food.—Iowa'Home*

The Management of Wives. 


The management of husbands is one 


of the stock questions of discussion at 
:he women's clubs and congresses, but 
so far as known it is no nearer solu- 
tion than it -was in the benighted days 
before women's clubs came to enlight- 
en and debght the world, lien, wheth- 
er at their clubs or elsewh ere, rarely 
discuss the management of 
wives. 


This may be due to the fact that they 
never manage them or possibly to the 
further fact that, as no two women- are 
alike, a different method Is necessary 
n each individual case, and therefore 
no system covering n sufficient number 
of c.istw to make a basis for discussion 
•ould In" 
1 devised.

Here is the case: One Sugimura,

ings. The husband believed that bis 
spouse bnd toKl him untruths.

therefore wrote ber n sweet little note, 
inclosing his little ungor, which he had 
neatly cut off with n meat ax. He told 
her that she had been guilty of ten 
lion; that he bad ten fingers and would 
cut one off each tiny until she promised 
not to tell falsehoods any moro. 


Tho reply of Mrs. Sugimura is not 


recorded nor the number of fingers sac- 
rificed up to this writing. 
Husbands 


who contemplate the adoption of thia 
plan for the management of their 
wives would perhaps do well to await 
Ibe receipt of further Hawaiian ad- 
vices. 


In a bulletin on the Texas fever in 


tattle the Mississippi experiment sta- 
tion reports that the disease 1* an In- 
fectious fever, caused by the growth 
•jf an animal parasite, which breaks 
down the red blood cells and produces 
• fever somewhat similar to malaria 
In people. Calves have a mild attack, 
and the infection is carried by cattlt 
ticks. Any animal, native or imported, 
Is liable to an attack where the ticks 
are allowed to get on them, and, whiie 
vaccination is useful in making aa!- 
uials immune, the best method is to 
keep them free from the ticks, says 
Professor S. X Doty. 


In treating sick animals the first step 


Is to remove all ticks, and in buying 
new animals and bringing them oil a 
farm where the fever has been they 
should first be vaccinated and all the 
sheds and barns freed of ticks. The 
calves suffer less than the full grown 
cows, and these are often deliberately 
given the fever to protect them from a 
more disastrous attack later in life. 
Extensive efforts have been made in 
some places to remove all the ticks 
from tbc farms, and this has been so 
successful that the fever has been 
stumped out in whole counties and 
cattle raising sections. 


The disease Is more typically south- 


ern, but northern cattle are affected by 
it, and nothing but a strict quarantine 
prevents the Texas cattle fever from 
coming north. Northern cattle going 
south are all liable to it.

No breeding stock 
has ever been sold, and tbe owner does 
not anticipate offering any for some 
time to come. All animals not needed 
for breeding purposes are slaughtered. 
They are large framed cattle, but 
somewhat rough in form. In general 
conformation they approach nearer to 
the Shortnorns than to any other 
breed. Mr. Boley claims that the cows 
are exceptionally good milkers. Tbe 
herd is attracting considerable atten- 
tion locally, but whether they will ever 
become a distinct and popular breed 
remains to be seen.—Live Stock World.

Importance of Correct Feodlnff. 
In searching for tho cause of ad- 


mitted faults in market and particular- 
ly in breeding stock the Investigator 
must go to the feed coffers as well 0.3 
the herdbook or flock register, says 
Breeder's Gazette. Much of the inferi- 
ority in either class ascribed to tho use 
of mediocre sires is attributable to the 
feeder's unwise omission of juicy foods 
and too extravagant use of the mate- 
rials at hand. The effort for better 
breeding stock should not be aban- 
doned, but it should include an emphat- 
ic plea for more intelligent feeding, and 
the principles of the latter should be 
Inculcated by educational agencies 
with Impartial zeal. The relation of 
feeding to breeding is intimate, and 
the two processes should be co-opera- 
tive. If rational feeding were given 
the attention which fashionable breed- 
Ing receives, the constitution, fecundity 
ami general welfare of herds and 
flocks would be materially improved. 


Timothy is considered by most horse- 


mcn as the best of nil hays for horses. 
It is tho standard hay. The recent 
comparison mude at tho Utah experi- 
ment station between timothy and lu- 
cerne or alfalfa for ordinary work 
horses is of interest to all horsemen. 
Six different trials were made. Tho 
horses wore fed the same grain ra- 
tions, but one horse of each team re- 
ceived alfalfa hay while the other was 
fed timothy. The results of the tests 
bhow that it Is not us dlfllcult to main- 
tain the weights of horses on alfalfa 
u.s on timothy. Besides this, it cost 
less to feed them on alfalfa than on 
timothy, and the appearance of the 
horses was much better in every com- 
parison on the iilfalfa.

Threaded into the hub Is 
the lower end of K vertical stud or rod 
on which the chimney cap proper is 
mounted to rotate. The upper end of 
this rod is conical and fits into the con- 
ical recess of a. cap screw. A sleeve 
piece is threaded at its upper end over 
the can screw aud Is provided at its 
lower end with a bearing hub in which 
is placed a series of balls that bear 
against the rod. 


Th.fc chimney cap proper is made in 


two sections. One section is of cast 
metal aud is held. In place between the 
head of the cap screw and the sleeve 
piece. The other section is much light- 
er, beipg formed of shoot metal bent 
to shape and riveted to the cast metal 
section. Projecting from the ball bear- 
ing cup is a stud on -which a weight is 
threaded. The weight may be adjust- 
ed alontr the stud to balance the chim- 
ney cap properly. 


In operation the wind striking the 


chimney cap will rotate it to the posi- 
tion offering the least resistance. This 
position will be reached when the up- 
wardly sloping east metal section is 
presented lo the wind. In this position 
it -\vill be seen that the products of 
combustion passing up tho chimney are 
directed at an angle with, the wind. A 
good draft is thus maintained, and the 
evil effects of wind blowing down the 
chimney are avoided.

teen inches long, and the straight ones 
measure eight inches iu circumference 
at the base. This wether shears ten 
pounds of "wool per year. He runs witli 
tlie floclc owned by Mr. Griffin and 
takes his chances with the others. This 
is certainly a very curious departure 
from ihe usual course of nature. 


Sheep Keep Down "Weeds. 


Not tho least of the values of the 


sheep on a farm is that of cleaning- up 
tlio weeds on a stubble iieleT after the 
small grains. They w-iil eat rearly ev- 
ery variety that starts there so closely 
as to prevent their seeding aud practi- 
cally to prevent their starting another 
season. There are some -who claim that 
the same results can be obtained by 
plowing under the weeds to enrich tho 
soil, but this is not the case for two 
reasons. If tho weeds are allowed to 
reach a stage of growth where they 
have much value as a green manure, 
they will probably have ripened some 
seeds, while if they are plowed under 
before they have grown enough to 
ripen seeds they have but little fer- 
tilizing value, and the process must ba 
repeated very often. But if the sheep 
are turned iu they change these weeds 
that they eat to a more valuable fer- 
tilizer than we should expect the green 
weeds to be, as they add to what they 
obtain from them all that they get 
from their grain food, which we should 
not omit when they feed on Wt'eds. 


Slmpe Some For tlie Block. 


More profit from sheep can be ob- 


tained by titting some of them in good 
shape for tho butcher, says an ex- 
change. This brings a more frequent 
income from the flock than where only 
the ^ool is sold. By the uso of rams 
of the best mutton breeds the lambs 
may be easily fattened for the butcher 
ut four or six months old, at which age 
they will often bring as much or more 
than a mature sheep. Make a pen for 
them to winch the ewes cannot have 
access and in this place a trough 
where they can lie fed extra. A mix- 
ture of corn and oats ground together, 
whea't bran and linseed oil meal makes 
a ration that forces rapid, profitable 
growth. Extra feeding of this kind is 
necessary to market the lambs at an 
early age.

[Special Correspondent-?.J 


progress tliat has been made by 


ii!-jou laU,r in the United .Stales with- 
in ihe past jjwieraiiou is . 
wonderful. In spite of the 
!KMV«,rful political aud economic forces 
that ha\e been arrayed against it, in 
:-pile of the divisions and quarrels in its 
ov.-u ranks thai have seemed fatal to 
iJS .stub'lity. iu spite of caj^taiistic 0011- 
sp:ra<-i,s. combinations, black lists, in- 
junctions and many other powers that 
have been designed to crush it. tbe la- 
l.or movement today is stronger than at 
any previous time in its history, aud 
the course that events have taken in 
the coal strike promises to place union 
labor in a position of commanding in- 
fluence In the economic affairs of the 
country henceforth. 


Let the student of the labor move- 


ment compare the coal strike with tLa* 
other great battle that has often be^-n 
called the first great strike of modern 
times on American soil, that of 1S7T. 
and he cannot fail to be struck "by the 
remarkable difference in the two events 
•both as regards their inherent charac- 
teristics and the attitude of the public 
toward them. This difference is so 
marked that it is safe to say that the 
coal strike marks an epoch in the labor 
movement, or, rather, it emphasizes the 
culmination of a series of events that 
have changed the whole character of 
the movement within the past genera- 
tion. 


i As compared with the coal strike 
that of 1877 lacked coherence. 
It was 


a spontaneous uprising rather than a 
strike. It was not a well organized ef- 
fort to permanently better the condi- 
tion of the workers. It was a mad, ut/ 
reasoning protest against injustice 
The strikers seemed to be animated by 
no fixed plan, nor did they readily yield 
obedience to any common authority. 
There was no unity in the movement, 
no well recognized 
directing power 


and no disciplined and concerted ef- 
fort for the attainment of a common 
end. It bad no resemblance to a we!> 
organized movement. • The great bodj- 
of strikers resembled a mob rattier 
than a disciplined army, and the,,only 
common impulse seemed to be the 
wreaking of vengeance on the employ- 
ers of labor and the accomplishment 
of as much pecuniary damage and de- 
struction of-property as possible. 


Again, except by those who were in 


some way involved, the strike was not 
viewed with any excess of interest by 
the workers of the country. 
Most 


wageworkers perhaps hoped that the 
strikers would win and sympathized 
with the movement to that extent, but 
there were very few indeed who were 
willing to make any personal sacrifice 
to aid the strikers, and it is quite cer- 
tain that the great body of -workers 
would not have thought of such a 
thing as submitting to a regular tax 
for their support. 
President Mitchell 


testified before the arbitration commis- 
sion that $1,500,000 had been distrib- 
uted among the strikers. The greater 
portion of this vast sum came from the 
pockets of union workingmen. It is ex- 
tremely doubtful that such' a result 
could have been obtained0 in 1S77, as 
that strike was regarded mainly as a 
private matter between the employers 
of labor and the individual strikers 
immediately 
concerned. 
Outside of 


this there were comparatively few of 
the workers who felt that they were 
-personally interested. In short, the la- 
bor movement at that time lacked the 
feeling of solidarity that is now every- 
where apparent. 
The sentiment that 


"an injury to one is the concern of 
all" had not taken root to any appre- 
ciable 
extent 
The 
"sympathetic 


strike" was then an impossibility. 


The general public also looked upon 


the strike of 1877 as a thing apart. It 
was a private quarrel between the rail- 
roads and their employees, and 
th.> 


pxiblic did not feel called uppu to inter- 
fere until after the precipitation of 
mob violence and destruction of life 
aud property had taken place, and even 
then the public interest did not go be- 
yond the superficial illegalities the au- 
thorities were called upon to suppress. 
The merits of the controversy or first 
cause of the unlawful proceedings that 
were so loudly condemned evoked no 
discussion of consequence and made no 
apparent impress on the public mind. 
Society was content to act its tradition- 
al individualistic role of policeman for 
the simple and only purpose of pro- 
serving order between the combatants. 


By comparison with the earlier event 


It is simply a miracle that so large r, 
body of workers ns have been engaged 
in the coal strike have maintained 
their position for several months past 
practically without bloodsbitl and vio 
lonce. Sucn a thing would have been 
absolutely impossible twenty-five years 
"go- 


That tho strikers have been kept 


within bounds In spite of the ninny ex- 
asperating conditions confronting their 
Is largely due to the splendid organiza- 
tion that now characterizes tho labor 
movement In general and the efficient 
leadership tho mlnor^' organization i.i 
blessed with, but It is oxtromoly doubt- 
ful If any sort of organization or lend 
orslilii would have a\ailod to koop tho 
strikers within the bounds of peaceful 
resistance had

In those matters the public has 
an interest that decidedly transcends 
the proprietary interest of the employ- 
ers of labor, and I think the coal strike 
has served to make it a well settled 
principle which will be recognized and 
acted upon hereafter that our great 
captains of industry are strictly ac- 
countable to the public for the manner 
In which they administer their proper- 
ty. The tendency of thought is to re- 
gard our captains of industry more as 
administrators of a public trust than 
as absolute owners of their several 
properties, and all signs point to tho 
near coming of the time when society 
will unhesitatingly demand the relin- 
quishment of his trust by the industrial 
baron who is not administering it in 
the public interest. 


In this changed attitude of the public 


there is much to encourage organized 
labor. Workingrnen have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on the progress 
that has been made in the past genera- 
tion. It is certain that the arbitration 
commission, whatever its decision may 
be as to the merits of the present con- 
troversy, will establish a new status 
for organized labor in the United States 
and will go far to crystallize a public 
opinion that will demand humanitarian 
conditions for the workers— conditions 
that will enable Am erica u citizens to 
live in conformity with our theory of 
government, if not by private then by 
public control and administration of 
industrial property.

worked during the anthracite strikc- 
with forty nonunion men. Within n 
week after the strike was called off, 
according to Manager Starkey, not one 
of the foray was left, and all the old 
hands were back in their places. When 
the strike was declared off, the non- 
unionists, all of them imported, began 
to leave, and the company filled their 
places with old employees as fast as 
the vacancies occurred. There were no 
conflicts of any kind between the two 
classes of employees. 


Not a few of these Imports were 


members of the United Mine Workers 
who went on strike at the North Amer- 
ican company's washcry in Schuylkill 
county, Pa., and were persuaded to go 
to work at Minooka, whore they were 
not known. Ou leaving Minooka they 
bought tickets to Punxsutawney, Jef- 
ferson county, and thence to Shcnan- 
doah, that they might return home by 
way of the soft coal regions and give 
the impression to their neighbors that 
they had not been "scabbing."—Phila- 
delphia North American.
